“I  was  urged  to  read  books  on 
Communism,  some  of  tliem  print- 
ed in  Czechoslovakia,  but  I re- 
jected these.”  he  said.  “At  one 
point,  my  captors  hammered 
aw'ay  at  me  continuously  on  the 
virtues  of  Communism.” 

ASKED  if  he  had  tried  to  es- 
cape, he  replied  “No  comment.” 

Chenault,  whose  wife,  Ruth,  is 
from  Bethesda,  Md.,  met  news- 
men at  the  American  Embassy 
a few  hours  after  his  release.

President  Wilkin- 
son recounted  several  experiments  in  social- 
ism in  til  is  country  and  their  subsequent 
failure.

Bookstore  Move  To  Y Center 
Will  Cut  Lines  Next  Semester 

Tlie  traditional  terrible  aftermath  to  registration,  buck- 
ing the  bookstore  lines,  will  be  eliminated  second  semester. 
Operations  will  be  moved  to  the  gigantic  Y Center  book- 
store for  the  “duration,”  according  to  Ivan  Sanderson,  boot- 
store  manager, 

“This  is  strictlv  on  a temporary  basis,"  he  emphasized. 
The  books  will  be  set  up  on  boxes  or  temporary  racks  and 
the  whole  operation  will  be  pulled  back  into  the  bookstore 
at  the  end  of  a week  or  ten  days. 

This  new  area  will  be  approximately  three  times  the 
size  of  the  present  bookstore.  It  is  built  to  cover  three 
floors.  The  basement  is  storage  area,  not  only  for  tlie  book- 
store but  for  other  college  departments. 

THE  IVI-VIN  FLOOR  is  "an  exjjanded  version  of  our  pre- 
sent first  floor.”  said  Jlr.  Sanderson.  The  Ihg  expansion  will 
come  in  the  paperback  section.

Only  Five  Returnees 

Only  five  members  of  last  year’s  Cougar  squad  are. 
returning.  witli  three  of  last  year’s  starters  lost  via 
graduation,  including  two  con-ference  all-stars,  Bruce 
Burton  and  Gar\'  Batchelor  and  starting  fonvard  Jim 
Kelson. 

Only  Mike  Gardner,  a 6-0  guard,  and  Paul  Wyatt, 
a 6-8  center,  are  returning.  Gardner  will  probably  be 
a starting  guard  again  this  season,  but  Wyatt  has  been 
shifted  to  forward  and  will  not  likely  be  listed  on  the 
starting  five. 

Head  coach  Stan  Watts  will  be  relying  mainly  on 
some  outstanding  prospects  from  last  season’s  frosh 
squad  plus  several  good  junior  college  transfers. 

, Center  John  Fairchild  has  shown  the  most  con- 
sistent cage  talent  this  season  and  should  gain  the 
starting  nod  again.st  the  Bruins  of  UCLA  Friday  even- 
ing. Tlie  post  position  was  one  of  the  Cougar’s  biggest 
weak  points  last  season,  and  Fairchild,  a junior  college 
transfer,  could  be  the  answer. 

Coach  Watts  has  revamped  his  offense  this  year 
to  take  more  advantage  of  team  speed.  All  the  front 
line  players,  including  6-8  Fairchild,  are  working  the 
fast  break  offense  smoothly  and  with  good  results  in 
practice  sessions. 

Against  the  Bruins,  in  their  season  inaugural,  the 
Cougars  will  probably  field  a starting  lineup  of  two 
fieshmen,  two  transfers  and  one  varsity  returnee.  (Jeff 
Congdon,  Dick  Nemelka,  John  Fairchild,  Jon  Stanley, 
and  Bob  (luinney  in  that  order.) 

Also  two  more  sophomores,  Steve  Kramer  and  Bill 
Kuffner,  are  strong  candidates  to  relieve  Qiiinney  and 
Stanley  on  the  forward  line,  adding  to  the  sophomore 
picture.  Last  year’s  starting  guard,  Mike  Gardner,  may 
team  with  Congdon  or  Nemelka  to  add  a little  more 
exi)erience,  but  it  still  leaves  the  Mountain  Cats  mainly 
inexperienced  and  untested. 

A Bath  Of  Fire 

This  season  the  Cougars  will  get  a bath  of  fire  to 
test  just  liow  much  experience  can  count.
